A New Arrangem ent Whereby the 
Injured Are Saved Long* Jour­ 
neys On Trains. 


The Missouri 
Pacific Railroad 
Company believe in caring for their 
men, says Sunday’ 
s St. Louis Post- 


Dispatch. 
For years the company, 
with the help of their employes, 
have maintained hospitals for the 
benefit of the sick and injured. 
The main hospital is in St. Louis, 
another is at Kansas City. 
Men 
injured on the Iron Mountain sys­ 
tem, south 
of 
the Missouri line, 
were treated at Little Rock, Ark. 
But the distance between these 
hospitals is great. / The company 
desired a plan by which their men 
could be cared for at each division 
point, yet at less expense than the 
establishment of hospitals 
would 
entail. 
Finally 
they 
decided on 
the 
establishment 
of 
emergency 
stations 
at 
different 
points 
on 
their route. 
On December i, stations were 
ordered at Omaha, Pueblo, Col., 
Wichita, Atchison, Coffeyville and 
Osawatomie in Kansas. 
T w o surgeons are employed at 
each 
place. 
Whenever 
an 
em­ 


ploye of the road is injured he is 
taken to the nearest station. 
Then 
the surgeon sends him to the best 
private hospital in the city. 
His 
expenses there are paid by the rail­ 
road company, and their surgeon 
treats the 
patient. 
When 
cured 
he is restored to his position on 


the road. 
A ll 
cases 
of sickness 
among employes are treated in the 
same manner. 
Illness incurred by 
vicious acts is alone excepted. 
A t Omaha patients are sent to 
St. Joseph’ 
s hospital. 
Cases taken 
to Pueblo go to the large hospital 
maintained there by the Colorado 
Coal 
and 
Iron 
company. 
A t 
Wichita, the City hospital is used. 
Dr. W . Outten, chief surgeon of 
the Missouri Pacific hospital in St. 
Louis, said Saturday: 
“ W e have sought 
for 
a 
long 
time some method by which our 
employes 
injured 
at 
a 
distance 
from St. Louis might be spared 
the long journey they were com­ 
pelled to make in order to enter 
our hospital here. 
In many cases 
grave results followed in the jour­ 
ney. 
But no practical scheme was 
suggested until the origin of this 
branch 
hospital 
idea. 
This, 
I 
think, fills the demand. 
“ It would be too costly for the 
company to maintain hospitals in 
the smaller towns on the 
route. 
Hence we send those patients to 
the best hospital 
in the nearest 
town, pi*y their 
board, 
and our 
surgeons 
furnish 
treatment 
and 
medicine. 
This system went into 
effect Dec. 
i, and will prove of 
great value to our employes. 
The idea is to have all these 
branch stations 
tributary 
to the 
Missouri Pacific 
hospital in 
St. 
Louis. 
When conditions permit, 
all obstinate cases will be brought 
here. 
“ Did you know that we have 
the largest hospital in the world 
that is maintained by a 
private 
corporation for the benefit of its 
employes? 
Our building covers a 
block, 
and 
14,000 
patients 
are 
treated here annually; 60,000 pre­ 
scriptions are filled in the drug de­ 
partment at the hospital; 
treat­ 
ment, board and medicine are fur­ 
nished free. 
There are 
170 beds 
for patients. 
Every room is light 
and airy. 
A good libraty is at the 
disposal of the patients. 
“ In many respects our relief sys­ 
tem is unique.

The bank at Ohiowa was insured 
in the Fidelity and Casualty Co. 
of N ew York, and this concern 
placed the case in the hands of the 
Pinkertons. 
Mr. Tillotson,
